JEFFERSON CITY, February 2.—Mr. Carroll, 
from St. Louis, chairman of the Committee on 
Labor, received communications from Lex- 
ington, Lafayette county, signed by 250 names, 
from Renick, Randolph county, signed by 209 
names, from Bonne Terre, St. Francois coun-

The passage of those bills would be an in- 
estimable blessing to the miners and their 
families and will secure for those who would 
be instrumentalin such good work the ever- 
lasting gratitude of your petitioners.’’

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 2.—A meet- 
ing of the House Committee on Interoceanic 
Transit met this morning to consider the Eads 
Sbip Railway bill. The enemies of the meas- 
ure, although in a minonty, filibustered and 
secured an adjournment until Saturday.

A message was received from the President 
trunsmitting the report of the commission ap- 
pointed to obtain facts relative to the removal 
of the Ponea tribe of Indians to the Indian 
Territory, and to inquire into its present con- 
dition, and also a declaration made by the 
chiefs of that tribe setting forth the compen- 


sation they will accept for their lands and 
fer injuries done the tribe by re- 
moval to the Indian Territory. 


After quoting from the reports of the Secre- 
tury of the Interior Agent E. A. Howard and 
the Senate Committee upon the subject the 
President Psays the report of commission 
appointed by me ane the testimony taken by 
them add very little to what was already con- 
tained in the official reports of the Secretary 
of the Interior andthe report of the Senate 
committee touching the injustice done 
the Ponéa Indians by their removal 
to the Indian Territory. Happily, however, 
this evidence reperted by the Commission 
and their recommendations point out conclu- 
sively the true measure of redress which the 
Government of the United States ought now 
to adopt. The Commission in its conclusions 
omits to state the important fact as to the 
present condition of the Poncas in the Indian 
Territory, but the evidence they have report- 


— = 


ed shows clearly and conclusive- 
iy the Poncas now residing in 


that territory, 521 in number, are satis 

vith their new home; that they are healthy, 
comfortable and contented, and that they are 
freely and firmly decided to the choice an- 
nounced in the 3 of act 25th, 1880, and the 
declaration of December 17th, 1880, to remain 
in the Indian Terrritory and not return to 


Dakota. The evidence reported also 
shows that fragments of the. 
Ponca tribe, perhaps 150, which 


is still in Dakota and Nebraska prefer to re- 
main in their old reservation. In view of the 
facts I am confident that the recommendations 
of the Commission together with the declara- 
tion of the chiefs of December last, substan- 
tially follewed will afford a solution of the 
Ponca question which is consistent with the 
wishes and interest of both branches of the 
tribe, with the settled Indian 
policy of the Government and 
as neurly as gy os with the denfands of 
justice. Our general Indian poliéy for the 
future shonld embrace the following ideas: 

1. The Indians should be prepared for cit- 
izenship by giving to their young of both 
sexes that industrial and general education 
whichlis requisite to enable them to he self- 
supporting and capable ef self-protection in 

civilized comfuunities. 

2. Lands should be alloted to Indians in 
severalty inalienable for a certain peri 

3. Indians should have fair compensation 
for their lands not required for individual 
allotments the amount tobe invested with 
suitable safecuards for their benefit. 


4. With these perquisites secured the 
Indians should be made _ citizens 
and invested with the rights and 
charged with the responsibilities

The House Committee on Manufactures 


manufacture and sale of articles of human 
food and drink.’’

There is a certain fascination 
in these descriptions of immense possession- 
and personal characteristics aud habits of 
those who control them. That Vanderbilt pays 
a small fortune for a picture, that Mrs. Astor 
wears diamonds worth $200,000 and that Mrs. 
Mackay gives a dinner ata cost of $25,000 are 
facts Which to the popular mind have a pecu- 
liar charm. And undoubtedly there is an im- 
pression in some quarters that the amassing of 
enormous wealth and the attendant extra- 
grances are things of comparatively modern 
Zrowth. IIlow far this impression is from the 
truth may be seen by a glance at history, 
which in this respect is really comforting to 
us poor devils of the present day. Pythes, or 
Pythius, the Lydian lord of behkenw, was 
worth $16,000,000, Crus returned from the 
conquest of Asia with 8500. 000, 000. Dariug, 
during his regin, had an income of 314,500,090 
avear. The votive offerings of Croesus fo the 
Delphian god amounted to A, 00. 000. Alex- 
ander’s daily meal cost $2,700. He paid the 
debts of his soldiers, amounting toat least 
$10,000,009, and made a present of $2,599,009 
to the Thessalians. The obsequies of Hepwes- 
tion are said to have cost $1,500,000. Aristotle’s 
investigation in natural history involved an 
expense of $1,000,000. Alexander left behind 
him a treasure of $50,000,000. The wealtd of 
his satraps was extraordinary. One of them, 
Harpalus accumulated $5,000,009, X festival

Some Piquant Features of the Recent 
Nevada Contest.

Hoke. The daughter learned from him that 
he had $16,000in bank at New Albany, and 
finally succeeded in indu him to go with 
her —— to New W and draw 
the money from the ank. At- 
ter this had been done, the act being 
kept a secret from his other children, Mr. 
liutsler’s insanity became more confirmed; 
but on one occasion, in conversation with two 
other daughters, Mrs. Shuck and Mrs. Barnes, 
he made such statements as led them to be- 
lieve that Mrs. Hoke, their sister, had ob- 
tained at least a part of the old man’s money. 
Accompanied by their husbands they visited 


Mrs. Hoke, told her their suspicious, and 
finally she stated to them she had received 
$6,750 of her father’s money, and if they 


would keepthe matter secret she would divide 
the sum equally with them. They readily 
entered into this consptracy to swindle the 
other heirs—three in number—and to Still 


further gover their transaction an agreement 
was made that on a certain night, 
while their father should be at 


the residence of Mrs. Hoke, Barnes, Hoke and 
Shuck would go to his residence—he lived 
alone—break open the door, turn things up- 
side down and then leave and report that 
burglars had broken into the house and stolen 
all the money the old man had. The plan was 
carried out, but somehow or other the con- 
spiracy leaked out, the secret being too 
weighty a one forthe women to keep. They 
whispered it in great confidence to a very few 
particular friends, and these told it to others, 
until finally it reached.the ears of the other 
heirs. Meanwhile Mrs. Hoke held on to all 
the money, saving it would be honestly di- 
vided. by her according to agreement, at her 
futher’s death. 
Hier refusal to divide aceording to promise 
excited mistrust of her honesty in Barnes and 
Shuck, and finally they joined with the three 
swindled heirs in having Mr. Applegate ap- 
pointed administrator of Hutsler's estate, 
und to him they exposed the whole conspira- 
cy, including the trumped-up story of the 
burglary of Hutsler’s pause. The- heirs 
then, through their ad@Minjstrator, made a 
demand upon Mrs. Hoke for the sum of $16,- 
000, Which it had become known she had re- 
coived. She refused to pay a single dollar, 
even denying she had received any such sum. 
The administrator for the heirs instituted suit 
aguinst her, and in the trial that followed over 
$18,000 was traced to her, but offsets were al- 
lowed and a final judgment rendered against 
her for $9,000. Added to the judgment was 
an order of the Circuit Court that the 
judgment should lie against her body, and a 
Writ was issued for her arrest and commit- 
ment to the county jail until the judgment 
was paid or its payment satisfactorily se- 
cured. During the trial Mrs. Hoke pretended 
to be ill and did not appear in court. But she 
had a messenger in attendance, Who speedily 
conveyed to her the verdict, and before the 
Sheriif vould procure and serve the writ of 
arrest, she gathered up all the money of the 
estate in her possession and fled the State, 
leaving her husband, Cornelius Hoke, to dis- 
pose of his property, and join her at his leis- 
ure. Many believe she carried off the full 
. of $16,000, she had received from her fa- 
ther. 
Her husband has been busy of late dispos- 
ing of his personal — — which is very 
considerable. A few days ago he sold prop- 
erty, the value of which was 52,500, for 81,400. 
Knowledge of these transactions coming to 
the heirs, they caused his arrest on a charge 
of conspiracy with his wife te defraud the 
estate and evade the payment of the $9,000 
judgment, and he was lodged in jail, where 
he is likely to remain until the judgment is 
paid or he is discharged by process of law. 
The general opinion is that Mrs. Elizabeth 
Hoke, with her ill-gotten 316,000, is now se- 
creted somewhere in Louisville or its imme- 
diate vicinity’ Unless she is found the heirs 
are likely to lose the cutire sum of the judg- 
meut, as it is said that she morteaged her 
farm, Not a very valuable one, to her attorneys 
to secure their fees, preferying this plan of 
payment to handing them over the cold cash.

Gov. Blackburn, of Kentucky, Predicts 
a Season Of the Epidemic. 
Frankfort, Ky., Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Gov. Blackburn, of Kentucky, is an author- 
ity upon fever and cholera epidemics. In a 
conversation with his Excellency yesterday he 
told the Enquirer that he — zor a cholera 
epidemic soon. Indeed, he expected it earlier 
than this. It was now in Chicago in a mild 
form called cholerine, and we might as well 
prepare ourselves. 

This startling announcement had a very 
thrilling effect upon the writer, who was al! 
alone with the Governor in his private office, 
and so my eg the full benefit of the re- 
mark, felt that it was a solemn warning, to 
which Mother Shipton’s prophecy could not 
hold a candle, In answer to questions, the 
Governor unfolded his theory. He said 
it never failed t hat a cholera 
epidemic followed upon the heels of an influ- 
enza epidemic. ‘*We have just had that. 
Men and horses have suffered from it. The 
influenza epidemics are due to the too great 
proportion of ozone in the atmosphere, and 
the deficiency of it is the condition for cholera. 
Nature is constantly running to extremes, and 
excess of ozone is followed by a deficiency. 1 
certainly have, continued thé Doctor-Gover- 
nor, “been expecting cholera to make its ap- 
pearance in this section, and now that it has 
appeared in Chicago it is more than likely that 
we shall have it. But,“ said he, “there is an 
infallible preventive for cholera. What water 
do vou drink!“ asked the Governor, 
suddenly. Reealling the few times 1 
had taken water as a- beverage, I boldly au- 
swered cistern water, altogether, “*Then you 
will not have the cholera. People who drink 
cistern and freestone Water altogether, never 
have had and never will have the cholera. 
Why, Dr. Bell, of Louisville, would give every 
tooth in his head to find .a case of cholera 
where the patient had been confined to cis- 
tern and freestone water as a drink. I defy 
the whole world to show a case. I have been 
trying for thirty years to get Congress to ap- 
point a committee to investigate this matter, 
und lay down some rules to be followed by the 
Boards of Health throughout the country, but 
without success. In 1885, when the cholera 
raged in Lexington, but two families escaped 
the scourge, Dr. Benjamin Dudley, the great 
surgeon, and Farmer Dewees. They were the 
only families in Lexington who had cisterns 
and used cistern-water. During the exist- 
ence of cholera in Versailles, when myself and 
tive others only remained in the town, I was 
written to by Dr. McClellan, of Philadelphia, 
father of Gen. G. B. McClellan, asking me for 
my theory about cholerae I incidentally spoke 
of the Lexington families who had escaped, 
and stated the circumstances. He wrote in 
reply that that was undoubtedly the secret. 
Since then I have demonstrated it. 

“There is an instance,’’ continued the Gov- 
ernor, in Clark county, about eighteen miles 
beyond Winchester, where the granite or free- 
stone county begins. Mähen the cholera raged 
in Wiachester the people fled to the freestone 
country, or what is commonly kuown as the 
Indian fields, where they found safety. The 
epidemic did not cross the line. We who live 
in a limestone country will be subject to chol- 
era epidemics unless we use cistern water, 
and if we flee for safety we must go to a gran- 
ite or freestone country, Where the water will 
be free from the sediment that abounds in that 
of the limestone country.“ 

While, therefore, Gov. Blackburn startled 
with his prophecy, he allaved the fears he had 
aroused by pointing out a simple way to avoid 
the scourge. There is, unquestionably, much 
in his theory. It may meet with the sneers of 
some, but as. to the accuraey of his historic 
facts people here in Lexington can bear wit- 
ness. The city is now full of cisterns, and 
cistern water is drunk almost altogether. In 
1867, when the cholera was raging in Cincin- 
nati, not a single case occurred here. All 
things considered, perhaps it would be well 
that the Governor’s warning should be heeded.

Iam of 
the opinion that grain merchants will soon be 
convinced that it is essentially necessary to 
make our city a great grain mart, that the 
stock should be on hand herein elevators in- 
stead of depending upon other localities for 
the supply.

JUSTICE, JUDGES, AND JUDICIARY. 


Frank Bowman’s Moral Comments Con- 
cerning Contemplated Changes. 


St. LOUIS, February 2, 1881. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The imperfection of our present department 
of justice, is evidenced so conclusively, by the 
laws delays, and the large expense resulting 
both to State, and litigants, that all concede, 
that something must be done to remedy the 
existing evils, or our attempted administration 
of justice will result in disastrous failure. 

The common evils and imperfections of an 
elective judiciary system, are now recognized, 
and we have unfortunately greatly increased 
and aggravated its most objectionable features. 


If the propricty of electing,through the ordin- 
ary appliances of party machinery. the judges 
of- a Supreme Court, can be seriously ques- 
1 tioned, how much greater are the evils likely to 
result from the election of the judges of a quasi 
supreme tribunal by the peculiar methods but 
to frequently resorted to in a large city. 

The dangers and eviis of such a system have 
been forcibly stated by one of the oldest jurists 
now living in words as follows: 

„The administration of justice in local courts 
is always liable to be seriously disturbed by 
ignorance, prejudice, personal hostility of the 
judges, and other like causes. These evils are 
greatly aggravated by the system of electing 
judges now adopted.“ ; 

The argument presented in favor of the cre- 
ation of our present Court of Appeals was the 
dangerous one of necessity and experience. It 
was then urged that something must be done 
to relieve the crowded docket of our Supreme 
Court, and it was attempted to give the needed 
relief by providing that a portion of the citizens 
of the State should be deprived of the right and 
privilege of appealing their cases to that court, 


Remedial measures, wrong in prin- 
ciple, are rarely successful, and 
the Court of Appeals has signally failed to 


answer the purposes tor which it was devised. 
And this failure is by no means surprising, for 
it was scareeiy to be expected that three men 
possessing the qualifications and natural fit- 
ness for successful city politicians would com- 
mand such confidence would -cause their 
decisions to be acquiesed in by the business 
men ofthe community whose disputes came 
before them for settlement. Experience has 
shown that in almost every instunce where an 
uppeal was allowable it has been promptly 
tuken, and, as ithe appealable Cases were 
isually those which required the largest 
amount of time in their consideration, the 
burdens of the Supreme Court have not been 
materially lessened; and when the numerous 
controversies that the establishment of the 
Court of Appeals has naturally given rise to are 
considered itis Guestionable whether its es- 
tablishmeut has not actually increased instead 
1 lessened the business of the 
State Supreme Court, particularly when 
it is remembered, that, the circumlocution and 
delay incident to a doudle hearing, of all ap- 
pealable cases, has undoubtedly caused many 
appeals to be taken in cases that would other- 
wise never have passed beyond the Circuit 
Courts; debtors thereby avoiding for an in- 
definite period, the payment of their obliga- 
tions. 

Added to the admitted failure of the Court of 
Appeals, to accomplish its intended purpose. 
isthe further objection of the large and unnec- 
essary expense of its maintenance. 

From August 1, 1877 to August 1, 1880, pay- 
ments were made for defraying the expense of 
that Court as tollows:

This does not include the much larger sum 
paid by litigants to the Clerk of that court, for 
clerks fees and transcripts. 

It should not be forgotton that while the city 
of St. Louis pays more than one-half of the ex- 
penses of the Court of Appeals, the city re- 
ceives no credit therefor, but is assessed its full 
proportion of gthe expenses of the State Su— 
reine Court, although her citizens do not en- 
joy equal privileges and equal protection of 
that courtin common with the other citizens 
of the State. 

Is it not time that our law-makers gave heed 
to the fundamental principle declared by Dr. 
Tieber in his political ethics, to be the founda- 
tion stone on which government should rest, 
viz: 

Everything in the State must be founded on 
justice, and justiee rests on generality and 
equality EX.

Two Young Boys’ Adventures in Flying

Two cases of alleged cruelty of step-moth- 
ers, which implicates respectable parties in 
St. Louis, have just came to light on this side 
of the river.

According to a pre- 
arranged agreement, during their parents ab- 
sence yesterday they packed a large trunk 
and three valises with clothing and cooking 
utensils, bired a wagon and 
started over the bridge, en- route to some wild 
place beyond their step-mother’s reach. They 
arrived on this side of the river about dark, 
and had their baggage carried to alonely place 
known as the Willows. The trunk and va- 
lises were covered with leaves and bushes,and 
the lads, wrapped up in two quilts, 
laid down to sleep forthe night. The police 
received information of their whereabouts

The 
trunk and valises contained bed clothing, 
cups, saucers, food, cooking utensils, saws, 
hatehets, a hammer and many other things 
which they found around, their homes. When 
asked where they intended going, they re- 
plied: “Somewhere out in the wild part of 
the country where we can build a house and 
be away from our step-mothers.”
